SUBJECT: Document Classification 


1. Action Requested: That you sign the attached memorandum 
for the NFIB on Executive Order 12065. 


2. Background: The President signed Executive Order 
12065 on National Security Information on 28 June 1978 and 
established standards that must be met for material to be 
classified. The driving force behind the Order was to strike 
an appropriate balance between the public's right to govern- 
ment information and the government's need to protect informa- 
tion which needs to be kept secret. You, as head of the 
Intelligence Community, have statutory responsibility to 
protect intelligence activities, sources and methods which 
must be kept classified. Also, you have, by commissioning 

the [| _]study, taken special cognizance of the need to get 
more intelligence information to consumers without sacrificing 
proper security needs. 


3. The Executive Order is to become effective on 1 December 
1978 and it is believed appropriate that you remind the NFIB 
members that you expect full compliance with both the letter 
and spirit of the Executive Order. 


4. Recommendation: That you sign the attached memorandum 
to the NFIB.

MEMORANDUM FOR NATIONAL FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE BOARD 


SUBJECT: Document Classification 


1. With respect to the implementation of Executive 
Order 12065 on National Security Information, I would like 
to remind you of the President's words when he signed the 
Order on 28 June 1978. "While some material must be clas- 
sified, the government classifies too much information, 
classifies it too highly, and for too long." These practices 
violate the public's right to know, impose unnecessary costs, 
and weaken protection for truly sensitive information by under- 
mining respect for all classification. 


2. The Community is currently reviewing its compartmen- 
tation programs. As we strive toward a new, simpler and more 
efficient system, one of our most urgent goals is to ensure 
that more information is published in collateral channels to 
make it more readily available to consumers. Compartmented 
systems are to be reserved solely for the protection of infor- 
mation or sources of highest sensitivity. 


3, However, I want to ensure that we, as a Community, 
do not wait for a new system to be promulgated before we attack 
the root problem. I would remind you that the Executive Order 
requires that degrees of "identifiable" damage must be estab- 
lished before classifying material. This term was inserted 
to tighten standards for classification and to make classi- 
fiers! decisions more thoughtful and less automatic. Particu- 
larly in compartmented systems, there has been a tendency to 
classify materials at the Top Secret level almost by rote when, 
with a little thought, they could be issued either at a lower 
level and, in some cases, in collateral channels. 


4, By a separate memorandum I am publishing guidance 
on what intelligence material qualifies for classification 
protection. I would anticipate that, in the preparation of 
specific classification guides, each Agency, Department and 
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Program Manager will critically analyze those categories of 
information to be classified and that classification levels 
and periods of classification protection will be reasonable 
and responsive to the public's right to know but still within 
the demands of our need to protect true secrets. 


5, J intend to personally review classification patterns 
exercised within the Intelligence Community as we enter the 
implementation phase of Executive Order 12065. I expect all 
members of the Community to follow both the letter and spirit 
of the Order, not only because it expresses the desires of 
the President, but because it will enable us to do our job 
better.
